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THE RICHMOND TOWN HALL 


Though many years have passed since | first entered the Town Hall 
with my father to attend Town Meeting, | have always been conscious 
of a feeling of admiration for the artisans who were responsible for its 
erection. 

It’s simple, but practical architecture, and the integrity of its builders 
gave it the character that has withstood the elements for almost two 
hundred years, and made it a valued landmark. | 

History informs us that it was erected for a ‘‘Meeting House” in 1780 
by the First Baptist Society, led by Elder Maturin Ballou. However, 
dissension arose within that body and the following year the town 
fathers were permitted to hold town meeting there. Even though the 
building was dedicated to the worship of God, its builders did not 
regard it as a defilement by allowing it to be used for the transaction of 
Town business. 

It would indeed be most interesting if we could listen to a tape record- 
ing of all that has occured within its walls, from the pious intonations 
issuing from the sacred altar, to the coarse and plain ejaculations that 
must have arisen from contending factions intent on converting ob- 
stinate voters to their ideas of town government. 

The building is thirty by forty feet in area, and in its construction 
hewed timbers of unbelievable size were used, and a tremendous 
amount of crude brute strength must have been required to raise them 
into position, or to hoist the assembled sides and ends into place after 
they had been fitted and pinned. 

| feel honored to have known several residents who were considered 
‘“‘old’’ when | was young, and who could remember the high pulpit, the 
row of Deacon seats in front, and the square box pews; the gallery that 
was on three sides, giving plenty of head room for its occupants, for 
there was no ceiling. And there was no provision for heating until 1844 
when the town made extensive alterations, removing the pulpit, pews 
and gallery, adding a ceiling, which with the side walls, was plastered, 
and a chinmey built to accomodate a stove. 

Now it stands: A monument to the hardy souls who conceived it, 
and who felt that a belief in God was necessary to the growth of a 
town and the welfare of its people. 

We to whom this rugged building is a familiar sight regard it as a part 
of our everyday life. To you who are newcomers and are learning its 
history, we hope you will experience a feeling of reverence as you pass, 
or enter the portal of this venerable building.

During 1975, the Selectmen held fifty-one regular meetings on Mon- 
day nights to assist residents with their problems and to conduct 
regular Town Business. These meetings are open to the public, and all 
public documents may be inspected at that time. In addition, the Select- 
men met some twenty evenings and Saturdays for assessing purposes. 


We have been particularly pleased with the improved accountability 
of the Highway Department under the administration of Mr. Leonard 
Davis this year. We wish to thank him for his great assistance. A major 
rebuilding was done on the Lang Road with Class V Highway Funds, 
roads were graded relatively early (as townspeople have requested), 
brush has been cut, ditches cleared, and a minimum amount of sealing 
done. This coming year, we will be asking for a larger highway ap- 
propriation to allow funds to crush some needed gravel. 

Cooperation throughout Town government has been at a high level 
this year The Library Trustees have been diligent in their administration 
of the Library building program, and the Bicentennial Commission and 
the Friends of the Library are to be thanked for their efforts in raising 
additional funds for this project. All departments have been careful in 
watching their expenditures this year, and we were pleased to see a 
drop in the tax rate. 


This past Spring, the Selectmen appointed an advisory committee to 
make a planned use layout of the various properties behind the Library, 
Firehouse, and Civil Defense Building. You will hear their report and 
recommendations at Town Meeting. We would like to thank the 
following persons who worked on this committee for a recreational 
complex: Harry Bennett, George Blais Sue Brewer, Bob Van Brocklin, 
and Dick Webber. This coming year we expect to appoint a similar 
committee to work on planned use and improvements at the Veteran’s 
Hall. 

We were pleased to note that our Town Report won Second Place in 
New England for our size catagory. During the year 28 building permits 
were issued. One new Police Officer was added, and needed additional 
equipment was purchased for the Fire and Police Departments.

Report of the 
RICHMOND CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


The Richmond Conservation Commission hereby presents the 
following report of it activities for 1975: 


1. At the request of the Selectmen, the Commission, through the 
cooperation of the New Hampshire Pesticide Control Board, disposed 
of the herbicide which was stored in the Highway Building. 

2. The Commission completed 7 acres of timber stand improvement 
in the Town Forest. 

3. Mrs. Joan Quintard, Chairman of the Planning Board, and Chair- 
man Bennett once again addressed a group of Dr. Shaun Bennett's 
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students on the subject of Planning and the Conservation of Natural 
Resources. 

4. Chairman Bennett and County Forester John Ferguson con- 
ducted a forestry and nature study tour for a group of Mrs. Shirley 
Heise’s students in the Town Forest. 

5. The Commission held a joint meeting with the Recreation Plan- 
ning Committee to get information about obtaining BOR funds for the 
town Recreation Area and for conducting a study of Cass Pond. No 
funds were available for the pond study, and we have had no further 
word from Mr. Toot and Mr. Jones. 

6. At the request of the Richmond Bicentennial Commission, the 
Conservation Commission tried to obtain an easement from the owners 
of the land around the Town Pound (the town owns the Pound) in or- 
der to restore it, but the owners refused to sign the easement. As an 
alternate Heritage project, the Commission is restoring the Quaker 
Cemetery. The growth has been cut, and the project will be finished in 
the spring. 

7. Although not done as a Commission, various members worked 
hard to defeat a proposed change in the regulations advanced by the 
State Water Pollution Committee which would allow the bottom of 
leach beds in a septic system to be 6 inches from the high water table 
instead of 4 feet as it is now. Happily, the proposal was defeated. 

We wish to thank everyone for the cooperation shown during the 
past year and for the support given. We trust 1976 will be a great year.

PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


Biweekly meetings of the Planning Board were held at the Town Hall 
for most of the year for work on clarification of, and amendments to 
the Town Zoning Ordinance. Ground work for the Master Plan is done, 
and the Medium Intensity Soil Survey Maps have been received and are 
available for hearings, meetings, and study. 

The two required public hearings on the amendments to the Zoning 
Ordinance were held in December 1975 and January 1976. 

Both meetings were well attended and very interesting due to the 
questioning of those attending. Comments initiated at the hearings 
have resulted in several changes and deletions to the original text, and 
the Board is very hopeful that the new format, the Village District and 
Map, and the Wet Lands Conservation District as well as contents of 
the proposed Ordinance will meet with majority approval at Town 
Meeting. 

Members of the Board were saddened by the death of Ralph Stone, 
secretary of the Planning Board, Ralph's unfulfilled term is being com- 
pleted by the appointment of Betty Wicks. 

Roger Brooks resigned with an unexpired term due to business 
pressures which he felt did not leave sufficient time for Planning Board 
duties. 
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Kenneth Marrer was appointed to finish Rogers term and was voted 
secretary of the Board. 
No subdivision applications were received during the year.

LiBRARIAN’S REPORT 


1975 has certainly been a year of accomplishment. The new addition 
is evidence of this. Everyone who has been involved in this project has 
worked very hard to bring about the completion of the interior for im- 
mediate use. The non-fiction was moved and arranged for easier ac- 
cessibility and more enjoyable browsing. The youth books were also 
moved into the new area as well as the High-Fi Stereo. Many 
magazines to be kept for reference are now stored on shelves in the 
periodicals section of the basement. More shelving is needed in this 
area. 

The Friends of the Library have been very active with their several 
money-raising events. A winter-sports equipment sale netted $105.15, 
the Easter Ham Dinner raffle, $125.00. On Richmond Community Day 
there were several sales tables of various kinds as well as the books, all 
netted $160.00. A rummage sale was staged in the fall realizing a profit 
of $137.73. In December, a Penny Social was held at the Veteran’s Hall. 
This netted $78.20 and a good time was had by all. All of these events 
totaled $606.08. Of this $400 was donated to help finish off the 
basement. The Friends also contributed to the cost of an alarm system 
for the building. 

The Bicentennial quilters have found that the new room is a good 
place to work upon projects such as theirs. Maybe others will follow. 

The Story hour on Saturday afternoons was in charge of Mrs. Diane 
Baird through May and this fall and winter the Friends are taking turns. 
If anyone is interested in telling and reading stories and helping with 
simple crafts, please let us know. 

The library received $100 from friends in memory of Mr. & Mrs. 
Robert Grasing of Saddle Brook, New Jersey, at the time of their tragic 
death in July. 

$100 was received from State Aid. This was used for adult non- 
fiction. 

My sincere thanks go to all who have contributed books and 
magazines for the library and our book sales. Your continued interest is 
most appreciated.

COMMISSION’S REPORT 


The Bicentennial Commission has been hard at work this year with a 
great number of projects carried out, planned and still in the idea stage. 
Our achievements | feel have been many and include securing our 
Bicentennial status and flag which was presented by Congressman 
James C. Cleveland on July 5, 1975, at the Annual Town Fair. The 
parade and festivities seem to be enjoyed by all. The Quilt was started 
by the ladies of Richmond and is progressing toward completion. The 
five hundred dollar appropriation by the town was used toward the pur- 
chase of Bicentennial plates which were designed for us by Mr. Stewart 
James of Richmond. The Commission applied for a one thousand dollar 
matching fund grant from the state (New Hampshire American 
Revolution Bicentennial Commission) and received this in October for 
the project of a archieves and periodocals room for the Richmond 
Library. With the help of the Friends of the Richmond Library under 
the chairmanship of Mrs. Diane Baird, our one thousand dollar share 
plus the added sum of two hundred dollars was raised and the ar- 
chives and periodicals room completed though not completely fur- 
nished. These two rooms are in the basement of the new addition to 
the library and include a security and dehumidifying systems. Total ex- 
penditure on the project was over twenty two hundred dollars. This 
“lasting reminder’ fulfills the Horizons goal set forth in the NHARBC 
program. It is felt that the five hundred dollar investment by the Town 
in the Commissions behalf has been amply returned to the Town in the 
sum of over twenty two hundred dollars. The dedication of the ar- 
chives is scheduled for July 3, 1976. The project of restoration of the 
Quaker Cemetery is also well underway headed by the Conservation 
Commission, chairman of which is Mr. Harry Bennett. The Bicentennial 
Commission is greatful to all those who have contributed in any way to 
help our community participate in our national celebration.
